The library has been open every Saturday afternoon and evening. 


Fifty-three cards have been issued during the year, making a total 
of two hundred seventy-five since the opening of the library. 


The circulation of books has been as follows: Fine Arts, 10 ; 
Biography, 90; Natural Science, 34; Literature, 23; Sociology, 19 ; 
Travels, 211; Periodicals, 33; Poetry, 22; Religion, 3; History, 113 ; 
Useful Arts, 23; Fiction, 2,694; total, 3,275. f 

~The number of volumes now on the shelves is 497, to which will 
shortly be added about 30 more, whose titles appear in the present 
catalogue. We make grateful acknowledgement of the following gifts 
of books: From Mrs. Sarah A. D. Kelley, three volumes; Mrs. A. M. 
Wentworth, one volume; Mrs. E. B. Taylor, two volumes; Mrs. J. E. 
Hardy, two volumes; Mrs. A. F. H. Fuller, two volumes; Mr. James 
M. Davis, one volume. It is worthy of remark that Mrs. Hardy’s 
gift was in fulfilment of a pledge that she would make a donation to 
the library when she had read one hundred volumes. It is greatly to 
be desired that others might follow the example of these friends. It 
may be added that if any one has entire volumes of good magazines 
that they are willing to dispose of, the trustees will gladly engage to 
meet the expense of binding. 
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There has also been recently received for the reading room a beau- 
tiful oil painting, the work of Miss Adah S. Peaslee. This picture, se- 
lected by her, while in comparative health, from her large collection of 
art treasures, has, by her removal from among us, become a valued 
memorial gift.

Another year has gone, and our children have one less to attend 
school. As we look back over the year we can see where mistakes 
have been made, but while we have made mistakes, we are conscious 
of the fact that we have made some improvements in the schools. 


We are sorry to say that we have had but twenty-nine weeks of 
schooling this year, which we think is not enough, and would recom- 
mend that the district raise at least two hundred dollars more than last 
year. We should have at least thirty-two weeks of schooling every 
year. 


We have had a good corps of teachers the past year, who have 
done good and efficient work and whose services should be retained for 
the ensuing year if possible, as we feel it is a detriment to both school 
and scholars to change teachers so often. ; 

We have made some repairs on school-house No. 2, and they are 
all now in very fair condition. We would recommend that the town or 
district dig a well at the Pollard school, as the children annoy the 
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neighbors in that locality by going through their yards so much after 
water. ‘The expense would be light and it would be a great conven- 
lence. 


The School Board wish to state at this time that they have settled 
the question of heat in the Pollard school for the present. We have 
changed the wood stoves for two of the largest size Railway King coal 
stoves, which give very good satisfaction, but will cost the town almost 
twice as much for fuel as it would to run a furnace. 


A good school is the product of a combination of favoring condi- 
tions, the result of a harmonious union of qualities, the importance of 
which is generally recognized—efficient management, capable and con- 
scientious teachers, cosy and comfortable school rooms, and interesting 
course of study. ‘To these should be added, just and cordial treat- 
ment of pupils and parents. 


The success of a school, like that of any business enterprise, de- 
pends on the manner in which it is conducted. It is important, there- 
fore, that the school embraces the conditions mentioned above in order 
that they may be made to be profitable. ‘ 


We are sorry to note the lack of interest of the men in our schools. 
Scarcely ever one visits the school room. We feel that if they would 
visit the schools once or twice during each year it would create more 
enthusiasm among the children and would give the teacher more en- 
couragement. We specially ask the parents to co-operate with the 
school board and téachers in trying each year to raise the standard of 
our schools, and to promote harmony and good discipline.
